Toronto, Sept. 5—Accepting the 
“friendly challenge” of financiers, 
Toronto bricklayers have agreed to 
accept a wage cut of 25 cents an 
hour and a five day week to take 
effect. from September 8, 1931, until 
December 31, 1932. This means that 
every bricklayer, working full time 
will sacrifice $15.40 a week. 

The following statement was is- 
sued last night by officers of the 
Builders’ Exchange: ‘At-_ well-at- 
tended meeting of the members of 
the Toronto Builders’ Exchange and 
the General Contractors’ Associa- 
tion of the city of Toronto, and« 
the representative of the Interna- 
tional Bricklayers’ and Masons’ Un- 
fons, Nos. 2 and 26, who form the 
arbitration committee to arrange 
matters pertaining to the condit- 
fons of the bullding trade, 

“It was mutually agreed after an 
open discussion that in an endeavor 
to stimulate construction work, « 
reduction in working hours and 
wages was paramount. 

“AN agreement was therefore en- 
tered into between all parties con- 
cerned for a five-day week with 
wages at $1.10 per hour.

The 
hybrids show greater growth than the 
Brown trout of the same age and it is 
thought that they will also show greater 
gameness. The pian is to create a hybrid 
swith seven eighths of Brown trout strain 
and one eighth of Atlantic salmon strain. 
The hybrids developed to date resemble 
the Brown trout in appearance but are 
more like Atlantic salmon in their char- 
acteristics.

Resolution in Modified 
Form Adopted By 
Synod 


Toronto, Ont. Sept. 18 (C.P)— 
Confronted with the problem of the 
election of a new Primate, the Ge- 
neral Synod of the Church of Eng- 
land in Canada today began its 
fifth session in Toronto. ‘The low- 
er house of the Synod last Tuesday 
failed by the votes of three Mari- 
time clerics, to give unanimous as- 
sent to a motion which would have 
changed the basis of constitution 
and sct up legislation enabling the 
election to bo taken out of the hands 
of the House of Bishops and turned 
over to the Synod, 

This lack of unanimity means 
that completion of the process ap- 
proved in principle, will have to be 
postponed until next assembly of 
the Synod in 1934, unless some oth- 
er method of putting the plan thru’ 
is discovered, 

Theological Colleges 

The recommendation of the An- 
Glican National Commission re- 
garding the ‘Theological colleges, 
endorsation of which blocked by re- 
presentatives of the colleges on 
Wednesday, was approved in much 
modified form last night. 

The revised recommendation, In. 
troduced by the committee to whom 
the original resolution was referred 
read as follows: 

“The General Synod regards a 
system of theological education, of 
the highest order and state of ef- 
ficiency, as-being -esesntial to the 
like of the church, It recognizes 
the existence of ten theological 
colleges as an outcome of past con- 
ditions, and rejoices in the evidence 
of increasing consultation and co- 
operation between the authorities 
and these colleges. 

“It urges the fullest possible de- 
velopment of these principles of 
Consultation and co-operation to 
the increase of efficiency, coupled 
with ‘all reasonable economy, and 
declares that no additional theolog- 
ical colleges be established.” 

Size of Diocese 

After a spirited debate 1h which 
both Bishops and clergy took part, 
the General Synod adjourned last 
night without voting on proposals 
that the various diocese of the 
church should be made dpproxim- 
ately equal in strength. 

This principle was embodied in the 
Teport of the Anglican National 
Commission, presented by Rt. Rev. 
C. A. Seager, Blshop of Ontario. 
It has been found. by the field 
commissioners, he explained, that 
‘many diocese were absurdly un-

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BRITAJN'S SACRIFICE 


There is a general feeling in British 
_ Countries and doubtless other countries 
though not specifically so expressed, that 
Britain has reached the stage where she is 
today by reason of her loyalty to her obli- 
gations. One British paper says Britain 
is suffering for virtues. ‘We paid up like 
heroes or fools to America, to whom we 
owed money. We led the way in forgiv- 
ing the debts to our debtors—preeminent- 
ly to France. We tried to help our former 
enemies to their feet. For some cause 
other countries would not play the game. 
\ ‘They were willing to help us keep on a 
bs gold: standard but they were willing too 
) late. We have got off the gold standard 
pee with a balanced budget and that is a thing 

that neither France or the Unites States 
can claim. Our going off may be worse 
for the world than for us. These are the 
words of the Liberal Evening Star of 
(London. 
That Britain took the step out of 
necessity with the clear belief that it was 
the only step to be taken both for her own 
sake and for the sake of the world is 
borne -out by the speeches of British 
léaders and by the opinions of leading 
financiers of the world. 

Monday the world had one of the 
most exciting days since, the time over 
seventeen years ago when the warcloud 
suddenly appeared over Europe. 

As banking men everywhere state 
this is a time to hold one’s head and not to 
_become panicky for the consensus of

Even the dealers 
in autemobliles and radios are {eel-} 
ing the effects of depression and 
are retrenching business. On the 
contrary, the number of permits 
in Ontario is rapidly increasing. 
In 1930, the Government Liquor 
Stores sold 400,000 permits and 
each represented a purchase of 
$120 of liquor. The sum spent in 
the Dominian of Canada for lMquor 
amounted to almost two hundred 
millions Jast year. 

Mr Jones read extracts from var- 
fous newspapers and government 
reports, verifying; all facts and f{l- 
sures which he presented. These 
reports showed that while the sale 
of every kind of liquor has in- 
creased. the greatest increase {is in 
hard splrituors Nquors, as whiskey, 
Tum, gin and brandy. He showed 
that the increase in crime and in 
deaths by automobile accidents is 
largely due to the increased use of 
alcohol as a beverage. 

Stating that the investigation of 
the evils of the lNquor traffic can 
be obtained only through prohibi- 
tion. Mr. Jones asserted that we 
shall never gain prohibition by par 
Ulsan polltics., ach party ts largely

Lord Byng succeeded the Duke 
of Devonshire as Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada in June 1921. He

‘Tis there — in Cedar County, Iowa 
— th’ embattled veterinarians stand and 
fire the shots heard ’round the farm.
